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HOUSE 
HE Report of the Bailey Committee was 
published yesterday.* The Minister of 
Housing and Local Government appointed 
the Committee some nine months ago “ to consider 
and report on what action can be taken to increase 
speed and efficiency in the construction of house 
interiors.” Apart altogether from the obvious 
comment that interiors must be accommodated 
within exteriors and that the two are intimately 
connected, it is interesting to observe that basically 
the Committee has come to much the same con- 
clusions regarding the design and construction of 
houses as have been put forward on many occasions 
by architects and surveyors in public and private 
practice, both ‘officially and individually. It is a 
pity, in our opinion, that the professions of architecture 
and quantity surveying were not more fully repre- 
sented on this Committee; only one member (of 
two on the Committee) was not in an official job out 
of four concerned with the Report 
The Committee found themselves brought inevit- 
ably, in spite of the terms of reference “‘to structural 
considerations affecting the shell of the house.” 
The Report continues, “‘ these aspects cannot be 
considered in isolation at every stage, from the 
sketch plan to completion.” The recommendations 
often concern, therefore, the whole house and not 
the interior only. Fair and frank enough; even so, 
perhaps we shall not be assailed by all our readers 
for conceit if we quote from our leading article 
written at the time of the formation of the Committee : 
if the Committee “ find that more and more standardi- 
zation, more and more prefabrication, more and more 
transport facilities will be required to be effective, 
it will then mean that the Government will have to 
set up a new committee to increase the speed of and 


efficiency of house exteriors . . . another. . . to 
discover the effect on site layout and road planning 
. still another . . . to reorganize the distribution of 


‘materials and transport and then ...’’ And we should 
add now that fuller consideration might be given 
also to the replanning of central areas, slum clearance 
and to time-limited reconstitution of existing usable 
dwellings and their interiors.

INTERIORS 


The ultimate aim of all such investigations is to 
increase the number of decent dwellings in the 
country to the end that the entire population is 
adequately housed and that there should be no risk 
of slipping back into the present or past states of 
inadequacy, no matter what may befall the national 
fortunes in the future. House interiors and even 
new houses as complete units are Only one facet of 
the total problem and cannot be separated out from 
all the other inter-related factors of the situation. 
To do so is to indulge in a kind of expedient obscur- 
antism which, although it may produce a few more 
or less healthy trees, ignores the welfare of the 
forest. 

The Report stresses the importance of organization 
in its broadest sense, from the “ formulation of a 
housing programme” to the “ progressing of the 
work” on the site. In appendices and to illustrate 
this aspect of the question, the Committee include 
extracts from the Report of the 1948 Working Party 
and from the three Reports of the Girdwood Com- 
mittee on the Cost of House Building. Nothing, 
however, is said regarding the vital problem of the 
distribution of materials and components reported 
upon by the Simon Committee or upon the effect on 
speed and cost of restrictive practices in the industry, 
which, since the Simon Committee first drew 
attention to them, have been latterly much in the 
forefront of discussion. 

In the field of standardization the Report suggests 
that British Standard specifications are too little 
used in house building but, even so, the various 
existing standards should be more thoroughly co- 
ordinated and related to each other. ‘“‘ We hope that 
the B.S.1. will give urgent attention to that.’’ Does 
this mean that the Committee were not in close 
touch with the Institution during their enquiry ? 
As we pointed out when the Committee was set up, 
it included no direct technical representation from 
the B.S.I., which seems a vital omission of an essential 
contact On so important an issue for the increase of 
speed and the reduction of costs. 

One of the Committee’s conclusions is that it is 
necessary “to press on with the B.S.I.’s study of 
modular co-ordination.” As the B.S.I. Cemmittee 
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on this subject has pointed out in its interim report, 
this is a matter which concerns the whole industry, 
is a very extensive problem and involves practical 
experiment and research which will inevitably cost 
considerable sums of money. If the subject is so 
important then it should receive still greater support 
from both the Government and the industry than it 
is at present getting. We are of the opinion that the 
Committee on House Interiors would have done well 
to establish closer liaison with the work on modular 
co-ordination so far undertaken in this country and 
abroad. As it is, they have suggested the use of a 
“preferred planning grid” of 3 feet as opposed 
to that of 3 feet 4 inches already used by other 
bodies and tentatively recommended by the B.S.I. 
Technical Committee for further investigation, after 
rejecting a 3 feet module for reasons clearly stated 
in the Modular Committee’s Report. Mere reduction 
of space in-a house is not the principal factor in 
reducing cost or increasing speed of erection. 


Incidentally, the vertical module or preferred third 
dimension is not mentioned at all in the Report 
under review ; is it therefore to be concluded that 
the Committee regard modular co-ordination as a 
mere planning grid, an instrument only for the

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drawing-board and not an over-all control for all 
materials and components ? 

The Report includes the evidence of the R.I.B.A. 
and the R.I.C.S. in full and both make interesting 
reading and are complementary to each other, 
though in certain respects the Report appears to 
regard them as opposed in view. No other evidence 
is given, even in abstract; although the Report 
states that the basic questionnaire was sent out to 
“over 100 persons and bodies concerned with house 
building,” no list of these is included, nor is anything 
said as to the response, numerically, useful or other- 
wise, which accrued from this enquiry. 

The Report is well illustrated with photographs 
and plans to indicate that the Committee’s proposals 
would not militate unduly against high merit in 
design and layout of housing. ; 

In summary, it would seem that, useful as the 
Report is within its limited sphere, the terms of 
reference were too circumscribed and the time too 
short to permit of decisive investigation of even 
limited problems of housing in this country and that 
the Committee found itself shackled by the con- 
ditions of its enquiry and the incompleteness of its 
relationships.

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Coronation 


Decorations 


THE ARCHITECT and Building News, } 
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The Minister of Works presided 
over a Press Conference on February 
17 and gave further details of Corona- 
tion Decorations by his department. 
To support his speech the Minister 
showed a large scale-model of the route 
from Buckingham Palace to the Abbey 
and several illustrations of parts of the 
route. 

The top picture here shows one of the 
four processional arches which will span 
the Mall. Designed by Eric Bedford, 
each arch is basically of tubular steel 
construction decorated with gilt cane. 
The arch is surmounted by two pairs 
of lions and unicorns, gold and white 
respectively, and beneath, a princess’s 
coronet is slung on gold wires on which 
have been threaded polished aluminium 
spheres. 

The second picture shows Broad 
Sanctuary as it will be seen from the 
southern corner of the Dominion 
stand. Leading representatives of the 
Commonwealth countries will have the 


seats in the Dominion stand, actually 
a quadrilateral of stands in the centre 
of Parliament Square. The decoration 
of these stands is planned to illustrate 
the eight self-governing countries of 
the Commonwealth 

The third picture shows the treat- 
ment of Trafalgar Square, which will 
mainly rely on the decoration of the 
National Gallery and of Canada House 
and South Africa House by their 
respective High Commissioners, and 
floodlighting at night The flower 
beds will be filled with rhododendrons.

The British Council has published a 
booklet giving details of about 100 
scholarships offered by 17 foreign 
governments and universities to British 
students for study abroad during the 
academic year 1953/54.

Cost 


The Iron and Steel Corporation of 
Great Britain has asked the Minister 
of Supply, Mr. Duncan Sandys, to 
authorize an immediate increase in 
maximum iron and steel prices to re- 
flect in full the additional costs which 
will fall on the iron and steel industry 
as a result of the increase in the price 
ol coal 

he Corporation points out that when 
iron and steel prices were adjusted a 
year ago a substantial part of the in- 
creased manufacturing costs was not 
passed on to the consumer. Since then 
there have been further substantial cost 
increases, only part of which has been 
reflected in increased prices. In the 
view of the Corporation it would, there- 
fore, not be right to ask the industry 
to bear the increase on coal without a 
corresponding increase in iron and steel 
prices 

As a result of the higher price of coal 
the average cost of producing steel will 
increase by about 1-1} per cent.

Architects’ Conduet 


To the Editor of A. & B.N. 

Sir,—The Architects Registration 
Council, who are responsible under 
Section 7 of the Architects Registration 
Act, 1931, for maintaining a correct 
standard of conduct in the architectural 
profession, will be much obliged if you 
will draw the attention of your mem- 
bers to the following provision in the 
Code of Professional conduct issued for 
the guidance of architects :— 

“The growth of an architect’s 
practice should depend on merit. He 
must not advertise or tout for busi- 
ness or allow any member of his 
staff so to do. Nor may he (save to 
members of his staff) give or offer 
remuneration, or other consideration, 
for the introduction of clients or of 
work.” 

Any architect who writes to a local 
authority offering his services to the 
local authority, er asking that his name 
be placed on a list or panel of architects 
to whom work may be entrusted, 
should be advised to apply to one of 
the following professional bodies : 

Any local architectural seciety; 

The Royal Institute of British Archi- 

tects; 

The Royal Incorporation of Archi- 

tects in Scotland; 

The Royal Society of Ulster Archi- 

tects; 

The Incorporated Association of 

Architects and Surveyors; 

The Faculty of Architects and Sur- 

veyors; 

The Architectural Association; 

The Association of Building Tech- 

nicians; 

The Institute of Registered .Archi- 

tects; 

who will take note of his application 
and take such action by way of recom- 
mendation or otherwise as they think 
fit. 

There is no objection to an architect 
replying to an advertisement issued by 
a local authority inviting architects to 
offer their services, nor is there any 
objection to a direct approach to a local 
authority by persons, whether regis- 
tered as architects or not, who desire to 
be employed as assistants under the 
Architect to the authority.

Solid Fuel Fires 


To the Editor of A. & B.N. 

Sir,—I find myself almost entirely in 
agreement with the ideals of “ Dutch 
Uncle” as disclosed in his article on 
this subject in your issue of February 
5, but differ considerably from him as 
to the steps that can practicably be 
taken, 

There are many difficulties in the 
way of marking appliances with even 
their test-bench efficiency. At present, 
those which attain a certain minimum 
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standard in each group are accepted by 
the Ministry of Fuel and Power and 
thereafter by this Council, but to dis- 
cover by precisely how great a margin 
the efficiency of individual appliances 
exceeds the prescribed minimum would 
require a greatly increased number of 
tests, which are already difficult and 
lengthy. 

Nor is it fair to assume that the pub- 
lic would understand the meaning of 
an efficiency figure. Already the pub- 
lished conclusions of the Fuel Research 
Station, that the radiant efficiency of 
an improved open fire is 26 to 29 per 
per cent on bituminous coal and 37 to 
40 per cent on coke, are being quoted as 
implying that these are the total effici- 
encies of the appliance. 

The efficiency of a fire is not some- 
thing that can be expressed by one 
single percentage, for the question 
which this would leave  unan- 
swered is: “Efficiency for what 
purpose ?” Purposes vary from house 
to house: some people want the fire to 
heat water and others do not; some 
want convection heating and others do 
not; some want continuous burning and 
others do not. Moreover, efficiency 
will vary with the kind of fuel used, and 
with the rate of burning. 

For approved appliances of the same 
kind and general design operated in the 
same way there is not likely to be a 
great variation in efficiency, and choice 
will depend on matters of personal 
preference. 

Both the Coal Utilisation Council 
and its constituent organizations, 
which include the appliance manufac- 
turers and the appliance distributors, 
are anxious to see an improvement in 
appliance design, and to ensure that 
efficient appliances well-designed 
surrounds are more and more widely 
installed. It is, however, impossible to 
dictate to the public in these matters. 
It is necessary to educate them. In the 
C.U.C. displays at its Information 
Centres and at public exhibitions, both 
in London and in the provinces, an 
attempt is made to arouse public in- 
terest in efficiency and good design, 
and, judging from the large number ot 
enquiries received, the attempt is by 
no means unsuccessful. The Council 
cannot dictate to the firms which are 
on its Panel of authorized appliance 
distributors, and tell them that they 
must not sell less efficient or less taste- 
ful appliances. To do this would be 
entirely repugnant to the principle of 
freedom of choice. 

In conclusion, I agree with “ Dutch 
Uncle” that the esthetically better 
designed products are likely to be 
chosen by architects or clients advised 
by architects. Not every architect, 
however, can be a specialist in heating 
problems and be fully informed on the 
suitability of different appliances for 
the tasks they are expected to perform. 
The C.U.C. is ready and willing to 
advise them.

High Paddington 


In the debate on the loss of agricul- 
tural land, Mr. Christopher Hollis 
moved “that this House while recog- 


nizing the conflicting claims upon the, 


land of the country, views with grave 
apprehension the steady loss of fertile 
agricultural land to development and 
other uses and from further causes. 
and calls upon H.M. Government to 
take every step within their power to 
minimize that loss.” Mr. Hollis said 
he looked forward to hearing about 
High Paddington from Mr. R. Allan, 
M.P. for Paddington South 

Lt.-Col. Bromley-Davenport asked 
if it were not suicidal to destroy land 
and spread and sprawl all over the 
countryside? Should we not build up 
wards? Mr. Robert Allan, later in the 
debate, described the High Paddington 
scheme in some detail. He admitted 
that the cost of vertical building was 
about twice that of the equivalent hori 
zontal building, but added that revenuc 
from vertical building does not by any 
means come only from rent 

He estimated the revenue from the 
lower area of High Paddington devoted 
to light industry, departmental stores 
warehouses and shops (2 million square 
feet) would be £1 million. Mr. Allan 
went on: “We have to encourage the 
muluple use of every urban acre.” He 
instanced Piccadilly Circus an 
example of multiple use: “ At ground 
level are the roads, below that is a book- 
ing hall and shops. Further down is 
a railway system, and below that an- 
other railway system. If we were to 
bring all that to the surface, it would 
cover a vast expanse. It seems pos 
sible, by vertical building, to give new 
life and dignity to the Centres of our 
Cities.” 

The debate will be more fully re-

Building Inspection 

Mr. Swingler asked the Minister of 
Housing and Local Government what 
were his regulations concerning the in- 
spection by local authorities of houses 
being built under private licence while 
in course of construction. Mr. Marples, 
the Parliamentary Secretary, stated no 
regulations on this matter had been 
been made. In Circular 93/52 there 
was a recommendation that the amount 
of supervision exercised should be 
equivalent to that laid down in the 
scheme operated by the National House 
Builders’ Registration Council. Apart 
from this, local authorities had a statu- 
tory duty to see that local building by- 
laws were complied with and normally 
made at least four inspections for this 
purpose. (Feb. 17.

HE new buildings at the Shirley Institute are the first 
part of their post-war programme of extension. They 
are sited among trees in the grounds of the Institute but 
are unconnected to any existing buildings. 
Physical research work on cotton requires an atmosphere 
of controlled humidity and flexibility of planning to suit 
the changing pattern of research. In the Shirley Institute 


the whole of each floor is virtually one laboratory in which 
services, humidified air, lighting and heating are available 
at intervals of approximately 5ft Yin. 

The laboratories are planned on single banked corridors 
with a vertical service space running the whole height 
of the building between the laboratories and the corridor. 
The bay spacing is 1 /ft 6in and the laboratories are 20ft

Amendment to British Standard 990, 
1945 Metal Casement Windows 
and Casement Doors.

OBITUARY 


The death occurred on February 7 
of Mr. Edwin Donald Haigh, 
A.R.L.B.A., A.M.T.P.L, Dip.T.P., 
Kendal, at the early age of 41. One 
who knew him well writes: 

“Mr. Haigh was articled to Messrs. 
Charles B. Pearson and Son, of Lan- 
caster, after which he took up an ap- 
pointment with a building contractor 
to increase his knowledge of construc- 
tion. From there he became an assist- 
ant with Messrs. Bradshaw, Gass and 
Hope, of Bolton. To complete his 
studies he went to Manchester Univer- 
sity of Architecture.

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Development 
The 


EVELOPMENT Plans prepared 
under the Town and Country 
Planning Act, 1947, are now either 
completed or moving towards their 
final stage. A vast amount of survey 
materials has been collected and ex- 
amined and the conclusions drawn 
from this information have been set out 
in Reports of Survey. Proposals form- 
ing the general framework of develop- 
ment and land use in urban, suburban 
and rural areas are appearing on 
County, Town and Programme Maps, 
and the nation is in possession of an 
enormous volume of facts and statistics 
relating to its physical environment 
which should prove of inestimable 
value. 

Facts and conclusions drawn from all 
this study are being examined and 


the proposals of the planning 
authorities weighed in the balance 
by ministry, statutory authority 
and private landowner alike. Few 


will deny the importance of the 
work done so far under the 1947 Act 
from this point of view. However 
much the financial machinery may have 
creaked before the November, the fact 
remains that we shall soon have the first 
“country-wide” plan under the 1947 
Act. 

It can be argued, however, that we 
have done enough planning per se as 
is desirable for the time being. This 
does not mean that the day-to-day pro- 
cess of development control, the 
keeping up-to-date of records, survey 
information, etc., should cease. On the 
contrary, the next period ought to be 
one of assimilation of the lessons to be 
learned and decisions should be made 
to implement the proposals. The 
future of local government and_ the 
problem of its reorganization § affect 
the planning machine—local govern- 
ment boundaries are a_ perennial 
problem in this country. The status 
quo should not, however, be used 
as an excuse for holding up the imple- 
mentation and revision of development 
plans. 


Impiementation of Plans 


It is particularly upon their imple- 
mentation that attention can well be 
directed. It is of interest to note that 
the London Planning Administration 
Committee,’ reported in 1949 to the 
effect that in their opinion the time was 
ripe for development to be put in hand 
on a systematic basis, such development 
to fit in with the provisions of the plan. 
They discuss what they term the two 
facets of planning—making the plan 
and seeing it is carried out. They say 
“there is still inadequate appreciation 
of what is entailed in the carrying out 
of a plan; and as this is really the heart 
of the problem in the London Region—

where a Comprehensive Plan is already 
in existence—we think that we should 
at the outset examine just what is en- 
tailed. By concentrating on this facet 
we do not mean to imply that the plan- 
making stage is completed. It is not, it 
can never be completed. But it is well 
begun, and its implications are gener- 
ally understood. Neither statement is 
true in regard to the carrying out of the 
Plan.” 

These arguments, although referring 
specifically to the problem of Greater 
London, apply with equal force else- 
where. The plan framework is suffi- 
ciently firm but a re-examination is 
necessary, not simply of the authorities 
charged with the duty of town and 
country planning, but also of the agen- 
cies carrying out development—private 
persons, statutory bodies, local and 
central government departments. The 
Counties and County Boroughs as 
planning authorities are likely to be in- 
creasingly occupied with this problem, 
the position of the planning 
authority vis-d-vis the developer. 
The Planning Authority 

This is normally a County Council 
or County Borough Council, but can 
be a Joint Board under the National 
Parks Act or a New Town Corpora- 
tion. All these authorities can, more- 
over, themselves carry out positive 
development. Indeed, now that so 
many functions are vested in the plan- 
ning authorities by virtue of their 
responsibilities under the Education, 
Highways, Health, Civil Defence and 
other Acts positive proposals by the 
authority itself to develop land are very 
common, forming in fact a large part 
of the preoccupation of the average 
Planning Department. In some ways 
the position in a County Borough is 
(at least in theory) easier than in the 
case of the County authorities, where 
the local borough and district councils 
are the housing authorities. In the 
County Boroughs the planning policy 
can (or ought to) be unified with an 
integrated programme of positive 
development for housing, slum clear- 
ance, education and health. In the 
counties the planning authority js not 
(apart from the special case of the 
L.C.C.) the housing authority. Never- 
theless, the tendency is for an increas- 
ing amount of public development to 
be carried out by County Councils. All 
this is, of course, in addition to pro- 
posals emanating from the <entral 
government, statutory undertakers, and 
nationalized boards. And we must, of 
course, include the private developer 
now that licence restrictions have been 
relaxed, although it is not yet clear 
what the real prospects are in_ this 
direction. 

Present-day development plans by 
their very nature demand that the 
planning authority should have an 


Positive 
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Development 


effective voice in the realization of the 
plan, i.e., in the development involved. 


This in turn means a predominant 
degree of initiative (or the will to see 
the plan working towards realization) 
and last, but by no means least, a iarge 
measure of financial control. The 
County planning authorities, because 
of the basis upon which they are con- 
stituted and in many cases because of 
their unreal boundaries, lack one or 
other of these requisites and the funda- 
mental object of such plans as the 
Greater London Plan, i.e., decentral- 
ization of people and industry, is being 
frustrated because the planning 
authorities as set up under the Town 
and Country Planning Act, 1947, are 
not in a position to secure a realiza- 
tion of the policy embraced by their 
own plans. 
The Plan and Development 

In the past little positive attempt 
was made to link development with the 
plan; this applies particularly to hous- 
ing, both on the outskirts of towns and 
also in decayed and war damaged areas 
—ease of acquisition and _ other 
fortuitous circumstances dictating the 
siting of much development. In par- 
ticular very little attempt has been 
made to link development with 
decentralization. The desirability of 
reducing populations has been empha- 
sized ad nauseam, with suggestions for 
a figure of “X” persons to be moved 
from the packed districts of Cokeville 
and a complementary expansion of 
Greenvilie. The setting in motion, 
however, of a positive, orderly, and 
economically sound programme of re- 
development fully geared with the de- 
centralization process has not as yet, 
in the writer’s submission, received 
sufficient consideration. 

Decentralization has been termed a 
comprehensive system of economically 
sound actions, extending over a long 
period of time. One can hardly disagree 
with the time factor, although it should 
be stressed that the cycle of operations 
—redevelopment, decongestion, de- 
centralization, is a continuing one. 
Every development operation carried 
out must be economically sound—this 
is a condition which needs little 
emphasis these days. Decentralization 
as a “comprehensive system” is but 
another description of the type of pro- 
gramme mentioned in the previous 
paragraph, 
Decentralization 

All development ought, however, to 
conform to such a programme. The 
rural areas are concerned just as much 
as the towns as they are the places 
where planned relief for the congestion 
in the urban areas must be sought. At 
the same time the inner belts of blight, 
blitz and decay must not be forgotten. 
They have been neglected long enough 
as it is, and only a programme of 


= 
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planned rebuilding can rescue them if 
they are not to deteriorate further and 
become irredeemable “black belts.” 
If they are rebuilt in a manner unre- 
lated to the whole pattern of decen- 
tralization, decay will only be post- 
poned, not prevented. If an integrated 
policy of continuous planned develop- 
ment and re-development is not em- 
barked upon decay will spread more 
and more rapidly from the inner belts 
to the areas hitherto in good condition 

This implies decentralization of large 
numbers of people, but it is becoming 
increasingly evident that such machin- 
ery as now exists for putting into force 
such a movement of population and 
work from our great cities is quite in- 
adequate. Admirable plans are being 
made, but under present arrangements 
there is little prospect of any measur- 
able relief of congestion for many years 
The Town Development Act promises 
help in certain directions, but there is 
still a basic absence of clear executive 
action towards a substantial realization 
of measures to deal with the problem 
on a really ambitious scale 


Need for Executive Action 

Not only is there a need for a wider 
conception of the executive action 
which is essential to secure active de- 
centralization (which is the main 
object of the London Plans and those 
for the other large urban concentra- 
tions), but also every development pro- 
posal, particularly those for the re- 
development of war damaged, blighted 
and obsolete areas must be geared into 
the decentralization process. In other 
words, every application for permission 
to re-develop a'site in the city planned 
to lose population must be considered 
against the complete pattern of the 
effect of such re-development not only 
upon its immediate surroundings but 
also the wider effect upon the: area 
earmarked for the reception of popula- 
tion. The first plans under the 1947 
Act for the areas having an overspill 
problem and the areas earmarked for 
the reception of population are ap- 
preaching completion. Will the 
Ministry wait until all the plans for 
Greater London, for example, are sub- 
mitted, and then sew them together like 
a patchwork quilt and announce a Plan 
for Greater London ? If so, it will be 
a plan in name only, unless the prob- 
lem of providing a proper tie-up be- 
tween developing agencies and plan- 
ning authorities is solved. 

There are very strong grounds for 
suggesting that an overall planning and 
housing authority is necessary for 
Greater London, Greater Birmingham, 
Greater Manchester. What is surely 
beyond dispute is that a much closer 
link is necessary between the two ends 
of the decentralization process. The 
planning authority must be as fully a 
partner in this process as are the 
actively developing authorities such as 
the housing authorities (Borough and 
District Councils and the L.C.C.), and 
the New Town Development Corpora 
tions. As things are at present many of 
the existing planning authorities are 
powerless to take active steps in reliev- 
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ing overcrowding amongst their own 
populations as they are not housing 
authorities 

The statutory planning authorities 
are, however, the lowest level at which 
a sufficiently widely embracing view of 
the impact of housing proposals upon 
other development (and vice versa) and 
upon the decentralization problems of 
the area can be obtained. Unless the

Rises—and a Fall 

A Scottish M.P. sought from the 
Minister of Works a comparative state- 
ment on increases in building costs last 
year over 1951, and for the past six 
years. Mr. Eccles said that estimates 
of the changes in building costs be- 
tween 1946 and 1949, averaged for 
Great Britain as a whole for all types 
of work, were included in the Working 
Party’s Report on Building published 
in 1950.

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carries out a particular development, or

Compensation for Land Sales 


Mr. Legh asked the Minister of

HE history of the development of 

the French capital is well known 
and: from Roman Lutetia to Hauss- 
mann’s “ surgical operations,” the story 
of this fascinating city is amply docu- 
mented. Paris, moreover, continues to 
play her traditional role as home of 
education and the arts and after initial 
planning difficulties in connection with 
the proposal to erect their new build- 
ing on the edge of the Bois de 
Boulogne, U.N.E.S.C.O. have found a 
site near the Champ de Mars. 

It is just as unrealistic to consider 
Paris without relation to its inner and 
outer suburbs and the region beyond 
as it is to consider the planning of the 
L.C.C. area in London divorced from 
the enormous built-up areas around. 
In the same way the planning of Paris 
must take into account the problems 
of a very much wider territory. 

The situation will be better under- 
stood if we remember that Paris is un- 
like-the other French cities—it has no 
Mayor—its civic head being the Pre- 
fect of the Seine. He is the president 
of the Municipal Council. He is, how- 
ever, a state officer as is also his col- 
league the Prefect of Police. The state 
also appoints a mayor to each of the 
Arrondissements, or boroughs, into 
which Paris is divided. The Arrond- 
issements, however, have no elected 
Council, and are directed from the 
central authority. 

The planning of Paris is in turn 
under the direction of the central 
government, the over-all authority 
being the Paris Regional Planning 
Committee (Comité d’Aménagement 
de la Région Parisienne) under the 
wgis of the Minister of Reconstruction 
and Urbanism. 

The problems presented the 
dense development of Paris proper are 
the lack and maldistribution of open 
spaces, the existence of many blighted 
and unhealthy areas, traffic congestion 
and the absence of any further land for 
building. Many of these problems are, 
of course, common to cities in this 
country, but the problem for Paris is 
intensified by reason of the very high 
densities prevailing at the centre. 

In a few words the main problems 
and solutions for the planning of the 
Paris Region are basically very much 
those of the London Region and may 
be summed up as : — 

(a) Restriction of further growth 
of population and decentralization of 
population and industry. 

(b) Improvement in road, rail, 
water and air communications. 
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(c) Reservation of land for public 
services such as Education, Public 
Utilities and the like. 

The Greater Paris Planning Region 
comprises the whole of the Depart- 
ments of the Seine-et-Oise and of the 
Seine-et-Marne as well as a small por- 
tion of the department of the Oise. 
This large area contains a population 
of 6; million people, representing one- 
seventh of the population of the 
country and one-fortieth of the land 
surface. It is interesting to note that 
the growth of population in the Region 
has been in the order of 4} million 
inhabitants in 100 years and represents 
by itself the total growth of popula- 
tion for the whole country during that 
period as certain regions during that 
same period lost from 20-25 per cent of 
their population. The Region con- 
tained more than 2 million inhabitants 
in 1850 and by 1946 the population was 
6} million. The result is that Paris 
and the Paris Region represent prac- 
tically a quarter of the country’s 
activity in all its forms. The Region 
employs 45 per cent of the labour force 
of the car and cycle industry, 50 per 
cent of the rubber industry, 68 per 
cent of the chemical industry, 59 
per cent of the aviation industry. 

These demographic studies show 
that the growth of the City and Region 
have been at the expense of the whole 
population. There has been intense 
industrialization and at the same time 
a complementary increase in popula- 
tion by reason of the influx of people 
from the provinces. The increase in 
population has not been caused by the 
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excess of births over deaths, in fact the 
reproduction factor is one of the lowest 
in the country. The phenomenon 
therefore is not of a population replac- 
ing itself naturally, but of a continual 
increase by immigration. This immi- 
gration has led during the last fifty 
years and especially the last thirty 
years to an enormous expansion of the 
built-up areas outside what the tourist 
knows as Paris, producing the familiar 
difficulties in regard to traffic, transport 
and journey to work. 

A study of the Paris Region shows 
the existence of three very distinct 
zones, each calling for fundamentally 
different treatment. By reason of the 
distribution of population and the 
nature of the land use it is possible to 
distinguish : 

(a) A Central Zone very intensely 
populated and very dense corre- 
sponding to Paris and the most 
urbanized sectors of the Seine 

(b) A Suburban Zone of great ex- 
tent and relatively much less dense 
which surrounds the central zone 
covering very largely the Depart- 
ment of Seine-et-Oise and stretching 
into Seine-et-Marne 

c) A Peripheral Zone which re- 
mains largely agricultural and with- 
out great change except in the 
valleys and which extends to the 
limit of the Region, being in fact the 
transition with surrounding 
provinces. 

The Central Zone includes the whole 
of the City of Paris properly so called 
and extends around the capital into 
thirty-two suburban communes, mak-

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ing a more or less regular and con- 
tinuous belt of development. The 
population of this zone is in the order 
of 4,100,000, with an average density 
of 100 persons per acre rising in cer- 
tain quarters to 300 persons to the acre 
This zone was developed at a great 
pace in the second half of the 19th 
century, and the multiplicity of indus- 
trial and commercial activities has 
resulted in the most intense concentra- 
tion of building Residential areas 
which previously contained parks and 
gardens have been covered with build- 
ings, the houses of the old aristocracy 
divided into apartments and offices 
Thus places like Belleville, Ménilmon- 
tant, la Villette, Clignancourt, 
Charonne Grenelle, Vaugirard and 
Passy became engulfed in the develop- 
ment of the capital, and the railway 
stations which when they were built 
were on the edge of the city have been 
surrounded by urban development 
Ihe principal features of this dense 
urban area are flats and apartment 
dwellings, a high average age of build- 
ings and indifferent state of repair and 
the mixing to their mutual disadvan- 
tage of industry and residence 

The Surburban Zone has quite a 
different aspect. This was developed 
principally in the twentieth century 
when the population which could no 
longer find living space within the walls 
of the capital found accommodation in 
the surrounding localities. This de- 
velopment was encouraged by specula 
tive builders with the result that this 
zone has a population of one million 
eight hundred thousand with the very 
low average density of about 14 per 
sons to the acre. Density varies from 
30 persons per acre—a normal figure 
for old towns such as Versailles and 
other older concentrations of popula 
uon to about 10 per acre in the 
majority of the newly built areas 
attaining a minimum of 2.4 persons 
per acre in certain parts of Seine-et- 
Marne 
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Here the problem is of vast areas 
very often of inferior and jerry-built 
development ribboning main roads and 
following the lines of railway with the 
disadvantages of lack of services and 
community buildings. Severe restric- 
tions were imposed (albeit too late) by 
the law of 1928 with the object of pro- 
viding minimum standards for com- 
munity services, roads, schools, water, 
gas, electricity and drainage. This is 
one of the principal dormitory areas 
trom which 500,000 people travel each 
morning to work in the centre of Paris, 
but many of these localities stull repre- 
sent a heavy charge on the Local 
Authorities by reason of the fact that 
they are badly served by public ser- 
Vice 

The Peripheral Zone. In compari- 
son with the rest of the Region this has 
retained its stable provincial character 
and contains a population of 850,000. 
The density of population here is very 
low and more or less that of the average 
for the country as a whole. This part of 
the Region contains only three urban 
concentrations of. more than 20,000 in- 
habitants, namely, Creil, Mantes and 
Melun. The principal local industry is 
agriculture, for the population is in- 
creasing slowly and regularly in spite of 
the proximity of Paris. 

Now to deal briefly with the pro- 
visions of the Regional Plan for this 

t area. Prior to the last war studies 
had been made which resulted in the 
first Regional Plan being approved 
1939, when for the first tumme the 


problems and resources of the Region 
is a Whole were put under review. The 
Plan provided for the stopping of the 
ontinuous unregulated development of 
the suburban areas and determined the 
limits to which communities should be 
illowed to grow. They were usually 
illowed only a very limited extension. 


Apart from the outlining of these 
limited areas of development, the Plan 
provided for a rural zone where build- 
ing was restricted to that required for 
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agriculture and where it could be 
shown that having regard to every con- 
sideration of amenity, etc., there was 
a good case. This Plan also provided 
for a new communications network by 
means of a series of radial and ring 
roads. The reservation of open spaces 
and green belts represented 6 per cent 
of the area of the Region. Areas hav- 
ing a special architectural and _ histori- 
cal value such as Versailles, St. Ger- 
main, Marly, Meudon, Sceaux, etc., 
were given special attention. ‘The Plan 
for the first time gathered together the 
functions of the local and central 
Government Authorities by reserving 
land for their use. 

In the last few years the Plan has 
been revised and certain modifications 
made. It is admitted that the popula- 
tion of the Region ought not to be 
allowed to increase and if immigration 
continues, which seems inevitable, it 
ought not to have the effect of sensibly 
raising the actual population but of 
contributing to the maintenance of a 
state of equilibrium. 

The decentralization and relocation 
of industry must provide the conditions 
for a progressive removal from the 
heart of the conurbation of certain 
activities particularly detrimental to 
residence such as heavy engineering 
and certain noxious trades. The re- 
building of war damage is being pro- 
vided for and at the same time the 
opportunity taken to plan the re- 
development of blighted and insanitary 
areas. All this is linked up with works 
required for public utilities, in par- 
ticular those carried out in connection 
with the Port of Paris. 

In addition as a result of the expan- 
sion of social services, reservations 
made in the first Regional Plan for 
Education, Health and Airfields have 
been found to be very insufficient, The 
financial situation is stull very difficult 
and therefore efforts are concentrated 
on the realization of a small number of 
projects which are deemed to be the 
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most urgent but which at the same time 
will contribute towards the betterment 
of living conditions. 

The revised Regional Plan therefore 
takes the changed post-war circum- 
Stances into consideration, the main 
lines of policy being : — 

(a) Areas for development have 
been decreased but at the same time 
the low overall density of the 
suburban zone is to be increased by 
infilling. 

(b) This increase is to be accom- 
panied by a decrease in densities in 
the central zone. Redevelopment in 
this zone must aim at an increase in 
open space provision. 

(c) No new industry is to be per- 
mitted in the Region unless it can be 
shown to be in accordance with the 
national policy for the distribution of 
industry. Industrial zones are re- 
served for industries which need to 
be in the Paris Region and whose 
present sites are too small to allow of 
adequate modernization. Sites at 
Gennevilliers, Rueil-Nanterre and 
Massy are already being developed 
on these lines. It is hoped by this 

policy to reduce journeys to work 
and thus to overcome the disadvan- 


tages of the dormitory town. 

(d) In the same way a limited 
expansion is planned for a number 
of towns approximately 40 km from 
Paris. These towns, sufficiently re- 
moved from the continuous urban 
spread of Paris to have their own 


community life, will accommodate 
population and industry decen- 
tralized from Paris. Included in this 
programme are Mantes, Persan- 


Beaumont, Creil, Meaux, Melun and 

Montereau. Other places such as 

Senlis, Fontainebleau and Ram- 

bouillet would retain their present 

residential and tourist character. 

(e) The agricultural zone, green- 
belt and wooded areas are to be 
jealously maintained. 

The road plan has, owing to financial 
circumstances, been curtailed, but the 
increase in the volume of traffic neces- 
sitates the retention of a number of 
interesting projects for radial and ring 
roads. It is not possible to mention 
more than one or two, such as the 
Seine -et-QOise Inter-urban Route 
(planned for a central carriageway plus 
two lateral carriageways to be used as 
traffic demands), the Western Auto- 
(partly constructed), the 
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Northern Autoroutes, 
and the St. Germain Highway. In 
addition it is planned to electrify cer- 
tain of the suburban railways 
the lines serving Vincennes, as well as 
to extend certain of the Metro line 

As a final comment, one can agree 
that the policy of making the deconges- 
tion of Central Paris dependent on the 
raising of densities in the suburban 
banlieue in order to arrive at a lower 
overall density is a sound one. Its suc- 
cess, however, would seem to depend, 
inter alia, upon the amplification of 
transport facilities and it may be ques- 
tioned how far these can be extended 
before the situation is reached where, 
as in London to-day, bus and rail ser- 
vices are almost incapable of carrying 
an increased load 

Another interesting point is that, up 
to the present, no new towns as we 
have come to know the expression have 
been planned, although British experi- 
ments in this direction are being 
eagerly studied

I am inclined to think that there 
quite unnecessary competition betwe 
the various fuels, and that there we 
be greater advantage to the public and 


the nation if they could all be brought 
together to produce the most economi 
use of the basic material, namely coal 
In my view each fuel has its prope: 
uses, and the nation could benefit 
greatly if these could be recognized 
I get very tired of some of the argu 
ments put forward by each side as eac! 
1s Only thinking in terms of grinding 


its own axe For example, if we 
became a nation of all-electric house 
ind factories, how should we obtain 


the enormous quantities of chemicals 
and coke which are essential to our 
national economy and are derived trom 
our gasworks? Should we not, there 
fore, be considering, as a national step, 
converting the greater part of all solid 
fuel to coke and by-products and 
using, for power purposes, coke, gas 
ind electricity derived from this solid 
fuel conversion 

I do not believe that any of the 
many reports on the economics of fuel 
I have read since the war has attempted 
to assess fully the use of coal as ob 
tained at the pithead in its ultimate 
forms. None of the reports seems to 
take adequate account of factors such 
as chemical production and the need 


for coke. Most of the reports simply 
deal in terms of B.Th.Us of gas, elec 
tricity and solid fuel as consumed in 
domestic appliance I still doubt 


that from the stage of raw coal at the 
pithead to heating of my sitting-room 
there is any national economy by using 
electricity as the efficiency of genera 
tion is still low although it Is 
increasing 

There are several statements of this 
nature put forward for electricity

to suit my needs; this may sound a 
large number but it is made up as fol- 
lows: a fire, a wireless set, two stan- 
dard lamps, a table lamp and for a tele- 
vision set, if I had one. This is in 
contrast to the normal installation of one 
15 amp. outlet for power purposes and 
one 5 amp. outlet for all other uses. In 
addition I have a gas plug point for a 
poker tor igniting solid fuel 

I do not set great value to the argu- 
ment that by adapting electricity all the 
costs of chimney stacks can be dispensed 
with. We need ventilation which is 
often better provided that way but 
apart trom this we must give house 
holders freedom of choice and _ that 
means providing for the use of efficient 
solid fuel appliances. It may be un 
economic in some respects to provide 
for full services of all three fuels but 
I feel we must not only permit house 
holders to be uneconomic if they wish 
but they must have the means of using 
whichever tuel they prefer. 

I am not very convinced with the 
smoke abatement plea to justify all- 
electric houses. If solid fuel were to be 
more widely used efficiently, i.¢., not 
by using “nutty slack” on open fires 
but as smokeless fuel in central heating 
plants and closed stoves, I doubt it 
would cause any more atmospheric 
polluuon than that of the generating 
stations in relation to the fuel con 
sumed 

From an intermittent heating angle 
the gas fire seems to be just as con- 
venient and labour-saving as electricity; 
it is true the gas fire is usually in a 
fixed position whereas the electric fire 
can, up to the limit of the flex, be 
moved about, so the choice 1s entirely 
one of personal preference for each 
householder. It may be that when the 
heating trials which B.R.S. are con- 
ducting are finished we shall be able to 
have more responsible guidance, un 
biased by sectional interests, as to 
which methods of power-using are 
nationally the most economic The 
problem must not be a mere evaluation 
taken in houses between the fuels as 
supplied at local commercial rates but 
most be tackled from the coal in the pit 
onwards in which all factors such as 
the need for chemicals are evaluated.
